The amazing activities at Baxley 
which prove the fundamental weakness of 
our present highway department setup is 
no credit to Georgia or to the administra- 
tion. It is no credit either to the people 
of the state who are responsible for the 
type of government they choose, 

How long will Georgians condone 
practices by their political leaders which 
they must know to be wrong? How long 
will they perpetuate a system which uses 
their ballots cynically for power and 
their funds for political patronage? 

And now it's the state merit system 
which comes under the microscope. Is it, 
too, a farce? Was it the intent of the 
General Assembly which set it up that it 
be made a joke? Can any department head 
hire his own employes at will, fire them 
without cause and otherwise make a 
mockery of an effort to establish a work- 
able state personnel system? 

To whom are those persons respon- 
sible in whom citizens of the state have 
placed their trust? Do the latter not care 
how their affairs are administered? 

Things which are coming to light are 
a sad commentary on us all. They are 
on all our consciences. But not to do some- 


ballot boxes, would be an expression of 
unbelievable public apathy. 

Let the probes go on. Let any who are 
guilty of wrongdoing pay the penalty. 
But above all, let each of us as citizens 
take a look and determine somehow to 
find a way out of a situation in which a 
voter’s usefulness and importance ends 
with election day.

Ike Prepares for Fight 


To Reorganize Military 


It looks like President Eisenhower is 
in for rough sledding in his battle for 
Pentagon reorganization but he has indi- 
cated his willingness to put up an all-out 
fight. Thursday night, for instance, he 
will take his case to the voters in a na- 
tionwide radio and television broadcast. 


The President served notice at his last 
press conference of his determination to 
exert every effort on this bill, to wit: 


“I don’t care just who is against this 
thing ...I1 don’t care how strong they 
are or how numerous they are. Here is 
something that is necessary for the United 
States. I would go onto the air as often 
as the television companies would let me 
on. I would keep it up until I would have 
the United States’ understanding that it 
is their pocketbook that is at stake; more 
than that, it is their safety.” 


The proposal is aimed at ending both 
the costly interservice rivalry and bick- 
ering and the setup which makes the 
civilian secretary of defense only a referee 
of their battles. Reports from Washington 
say it is being fought bitterly by the 
Army and Navy while supported by the 
Air Force. 

As for the military decision involved, 
here is one field in which the President 
can speak as an authority. He has been 
through the whole mill. And in this in- 
stance, there’s no doubt he is convinced he 
is right. 


Certainly it 1s time to end the costly 
rivalries and duplications and build an 
efficient organization in which the serv- 
ices maintain their identities while sub- 
ordinating their own ambitions for a 
stronger whole. The President must win 
this battle for the good of the nation.

Whistle Must Be Blown 


On Delinquency’s Climb 


A Senate subcommittee’s report on the 
spiraling rate of juvenile delinquency, 
made public yesterday, is cause for seri- 
ous concern throtighout the nation. 

In 1956, the last year for which com- 
plete figures are available, there was 
a 21 per cent increase in the number of 
cases brought before juvenile courts as 
compared to the previous year. Approxi- 
mately 1,300,000 youths came to the at- 
tention of police in 1956. 

The ugly situation will worsen unless 
corrective efforts are intensified. 

In that connection, Gov. Griffin's 
action Monday in giving the green light 
to construction of seven detention homes 
for young offenders, as authorized by the 
Legislature, is most timely. In these in- 
stitutions stress can be placed on changing 
delinquents into law-abiding citizens be- 
fore, the criminal pattern becomes too 
deeply intrenched in their lives. 

Even so, there are other steps that 
must be taken. The Senate group empha- 
sizes the importance of better trained 
staff workers for correctional institutions 
and establishment of residential centers to 
bridge the gap for youngsters between 
the time of their release from institu- 
tions and the time they return to society. 

The subcommittee’s proposals. of 
course have merit. But what about pre- 
ventive measures to keep youngsters from 
going astray in the first place? After all 
is said and done, prime responsibility be- 
longs to parents. Until the time they are 
aroused to the point where they will slam 
the‘ brakes on some of the activities they 
passively condone, exercise their rightful 
authority and restore family life to a 
high plane, the rate of juvenile delin- 
quency will continue to climb.

Dahlonega — The day was April 
16, 1942, when an unidentified task 
force slid silently into Japanese 
waters. 

Suddenly the quiet Sunday 
morning was shattered from the 
noise of a volley of gunfire that 
mushroomed into the misty fog 
of the April morning and landed 
with equal force on a Japanese 
picket ship that had detected the 
intruders. The light destroyer bel- 
lowed flame again and she was 
joined by her sister ship, the 
U.S.S. Boston. The damage was 
dong. The Japanese had tripped 
over one of the most fantastic 
military feats ever to be under- 
taken, the famous Doolittle Raid- 
ers and their naval escort. 

This was the famous Doolittle 
Raid known in military circles 
and on file in Washington as ‘‘Op- 
eration Shanrillia.”’ 

As Doolittle’s B25 lumbered 
down the deck of the U.S.S. Hor- 
net .and rose abruptly into the 
air in a premature takeoff, the 
fighting men of America knew 
that victory could be won in the 
Pacific as well as in Europe if 


this raid was a success. As the 
last of the 17 of the B25s became 
airborne and flew its base leg 


over the carrier to receive its 


final directions that would send it” 


into the heart of Japan, the Army 
and Navy personnel knew victory 
was inevitable and that it would 
only be a matter of time. 

A tribute to the survivors of 
that raid, to the ones like Bob 
Faktor and Dean Hallmark who 
sacrificed their lives so that the 
raid would be a success, to Maj. 
Ted W. Lawson who suffered se- 
vere hardships, to the thousands 
of Chinese who participated only 
to be slaughtered by the Red 
Dragon divisions who feverishly 
sought the Americans all over 
China, and to all who made it 
possible for this great American 
feat to take place, we salute you 
in this our finest hour.

Into Precarious Position 


A nonprofit organization which studies government spending and 
taxation said a mouthful the other day. ‘‘State governments have 
spent their way out of a relatively healthy economic situation at 
the end of World War II into a precarious financing situation,” ac- 


cording to Tax Foundation, Inc. 

This news shou'dn’t be particu- 
larly startling to Georgians. 

We have anxiously watched our 
state tie up more and more of its 
future income through authority 
financing 

How deeply is Georgia in debt? 

The U.S. Department of Com- 
merce has just come out with a 
report which shows this state's 
debt, as of last June, at $264,003,- 
000—the nation’s 16th largest. 

Nobody knows the amount of 
our debt at this moment, — but 
chances are it’s considerably 
higher than last June. 

The most recent available com- 
parisons show Georgia’s ‘‘non- 
guaranteed” debt was 10th from 
top in the United States. 

Here's one of the most reveal- 
ing statistics of all: 

The postwar increase in. Geor- 
gia debt has been at least $255,- 
600,000 or more than 3,000 per 
cent, Immediately following 


World War II, the debt was only 
$8 400 000, 

Many states are not only in the 
position of saeeding more taxes 
but also of making hard policy 
decisions between ‘‘desirable”’ 
and “‘possible’’ programs 

What makes Georgia’s case 
stand out is that we’ve convinced

Is Poor Practice 


Pontius Pilate was a master escape artist. 
He could find no fault in Him who stood before 
him, vet he was unwilling to set Jesus free of ; 
the charges hurled against Him. Rather than administer as his 


conscience dictated, Pilate threw in the towel of decision and re. 
moved himself from the responsible role which his position as a 
thinking human creature demanded. 


St. Matthew records Pilate’s 
indecision at that moment of crisis 
in these words: ‘When Pilate 
saw that he could prevail noth- 
ing, but that rather a tumult was 
made, he took water, and washed 
his hands before the multitude, 
saying, I am innocent of the blood 
of this just person: see ye to it” 
(Matthew 27:24). 

Personally I should rather have 
seen Pilate decide in favor of the 
howling crowd and thereby make 
a monstrous mistake than to see 
him merely wash his hands of 
the whole affair. We can appre- 
ciate an honest mistake but little 
patience is permitted for the man 
who altogether shrugs off his re- 
sponsibility. 

The words ‘‘see ye to it,’” quot- 
ing King James Version, are rath- 
er puzzling. I have looked in 
more recent translations of the 
New Testament and here is what 
I find. Dr. Moffatt’s words are, 
‘I am innocent of this good man’s 
blood. It is your affair.’’ Dr. Wey- 
mouth’s translation reads, “I am 
not responsible for this murder: 
you must answer for it.’’ Msgr. 
Knox’s version is: ‘I have no 
part in the death of this innocent 
man; it concerns you only.” 

The behavior of Pilate  per- 
sists to our own day. How often 
we hear persons plead indif- 
ference because they are not, so 
at least they feel, directly in- 
volved in the life of men of other

nations or races or social posi- 
tions. Have you heard a man 
complain of school taxes, saying 
that he has no children who 
would benefit? 


Or have you sometimes thought 
that the struggle of human 
beings for freedom in some far 
distant country is their affair, not 
yours? This kind of argument is 
often made against the giving of 
money to foreign missions or to 
foreign aid. 

Such thinking I believe to be 
wrong on two counts. First, there 
are actually no strangers left in 
the world. All men geographically 
are now brothers. The welfare, 
material and spiritual, of al] 
men will one day affect our lives. 
If we are not concerned in the 
bodies and souls of men who 
speak a language not our own, 
then we can be sure that other 
nations, whose way of life con- 
flicts with our own, will claim 
them. 

Secondly, our casual Indiffer- 
ence and our unwillingness to 
render a decision is really an ex- 
pression of an opinion. By not 
speaking up, we tend to condone, 
as did Pilate, that which we do 
not approve. Intelligent persons 
are expected to form opinions 
and to act on them. Only the 
coward washes his hands of any 
affair which*involves the fate of 
mankind. 


Weigh Pros, Cons 
Of Bomb Test Ban 


WASHINGTON—If your life depended upon it 
could you sit down right now and state the 


American government's position on ending nu- ' @ 

clear tests? And give the reasons for that position? It would be 
riskful to try because there is no doubt in my mind that we have 
been receiving from official sources a pretty fuzzy, uncandid, half- 
the-facts exposition of what we really believe on this nuclear testing 


issue. 
It seems to me Walter Lipp- 


mann is right when he says that. 


the fundamental issue is this: 
‘“‘We have to weigh in the bal- 
ance the risk of freezing the de- 
velopment of nuclear weapons as 
against the risk of intensified 
competition in the development 
of nuclear weapons.” 


And that Lippmann {is right in 
saying the country is entitled to 
have this issue better explained 
and debated by qualified officials 
of the governmént. 

Do we really want to end the 
testing of nuclear weapons? Do 
we believe that ending of all test- 
ing would be in the best interests 
of the United States? 


The Official Answer — Officials 
say we want to negotiate an 
agreement to cease testing under 
proper inspection. ’ 

Tre Unofficial Answer — Pri- 
vately, many officials, especially 
in the atomic and the military 
field, strongly oppose yielding to 
the Soviet pressure to end all 
testing. They give these reasons: 

The United States has made 
tremendous headway in reducing 
to small proportions—to as little 
as 5 per cent or less in the big 
bombs—the radioactive fallout 
which used to pollute the air. The 
tests need to be continued to cut 
still further the radioactive fall- 
out. 

Because the Soviets have large 
superiority in ground forces the

only way the United States and 
the West can offset this superi- 
ority is to have a wide range of 
small, tactical nuclear weapons 
to deter and, if necessary, resist 
limited aggression. We need 
further testing to perfect and 
“‘clean’’ the smaller weapons. 

Do these views mean there is 
nothing constructive which their 
advocates could offer to a world 
which would like to see testing 
stopped and a beginning made to 
reducing weapon production”? 
They offer the following as a 
prudent, realistic and solid be- 
ginning. 

1. End at once by agreement or 
unjlaterally all big-bomb tests 
which in the past have most pol- 
luted the air. 

2. Confine future tests to small- 
er weapons exploded under condi- 
tions—underground or high in the 
air—which would keep virtually 
all radioactive fallout from the 
atmosphere. 

3. Permit qualified scientists 
from the United Nations to check 
to see if these conditions are 
being met. 

4. Offer to the Soviet Union all 
the technological information 
which would enable them to pro- 
duce ‘‘clean’’ bombs. 

9. Permit full U.N. inspection 
of all nuclear. explosions for 
peaceful purposes. 

More candid debate on this 
issue is needed and the foregoing 
is offered only as a beginning. 


Translate Worry Into Work 
In This Land of Abundance 


The economic situation in the United States is worrying a great 
many of us—especially those of us who are accustomed to express- 
ing our worries in the printed or spoken word. 


At the moment most of our in- 
dices slant downward. More than 
five million Americans were out 
of work in the middle of March. 
It is true that about 62 million 
are at work. It is also true un- 
employment is spotty. A good 
deal of money remains in the 
hands of the prospective con- 
sumer, but at the moment the 
consumer is hanging on to it 
more tightly than he usually 
does. 

This is the way things are. 
This situation differs dramatic- 
ally from the way things were 
when we had the big depression 
beginning in the fall of 1929. 

Things looked pretty good down 
to about the 24th day of October, 
1929. Nobody seemed to think it 
odd that values quoted on the 
New York Stock Exchange had 
risen in four years from about 
27 billion dollars to 67 billion dol- 
lars. 

It is perfectly clear that noth- 
ing like this has been happening 
recently. There has been no sign 
of a runaway market. Nobody 
has believed, as was believed in 
the late twenties, that the trend 
of securities, dividends, wages 
and profits would be foxgver up- 
ward. 

Our whole society has changed. 
In 1929 and in 1930 the federal 
government was spending some- 
what more than 
Now the government is spending 


$4,500,000,000. 


about 16 times that much. Our 
national income measured in dol- 
lars has gone up, but a large 
fraction of that income that was 
not federalized in 1929 has now 
been federalized. 

Our present difficulties, which 
are real even though they are 
not crushing, arise largely from 
certain inefficiencies in our 
Strange combination of free en- 
terprise, regulation and govern- 
ment control. Indeed, the so- 
Called capitalistic system is not 
a system at all. It is a series of 
improvisations kept within a 
loose framework by an_ instinct 
for freedom. Its average rate of 
production and its average level 
of well-being are immeasurably 
above those of any Communist 
dictatorship. 

The economic average, of 
course, must include some down- 
ward movements and this is 
what we have now. Some depri- 
vation and suffering result and 
these we must do our best to re- 
lieve. .We cannot permit any citi- 
zen to go without the necessities 
or even the comforts of life. But 
the emergency so far, and so far 
as we Can see, is not a massive 
one. This remains a land of 
abundance, The way out for our 
legislators, our political adminis- 
trators, our businessmen and our 
labor leaders is to translate our 
worry inte work,

THE ATOMIC ENERGY ACT of 1954 permitted 
the nation’s electric utility companies to par- 
ticipate in atomic power research and develop- 
ment. Much has been accomplished during the 
three and one-half years that have passed. 


More than 100 electric companies are actively 
engaged in various phases of nuclear power 
research and construction. Sixty companies are 
participating in the planning and construction 
of 14 nuclear power plants, representing an 
investment of half a billion dollars by these 
companies. Three of the plants were completed 
last year. 


High Cost of Atomic Power 


At the present time it is not possible to pro- 
duce low-cost electricity from nuclear fuel. The 
cost is many times that of generating electricity 
with conventional fuels, such as coal, gas and 


} 


oil, or with falling water. 


America, unlike many nations, has ample 
stores of conventional fuels. We are not building 
atomic power plants just for the electricity 


they provide, regardless of cost, as many other 
countries must. Instead, we build each develop- 
mental plant with the hope and the expectation

Georgia Power Participating 


The Georgia Power Company is participating 
with 17 other electric utilities and a group of 
equipment manufacturers in the construction 
of the Enrico Fermi Atomic Power Plant near 


Monroe, Michigan. 
The plant will be of the “fast neutron breeder 
reactor’ type, having the advantage of creating

more nuclear fuel than it consumes. This is 
one of the most advanced types of reactors 
possible at the present stage of atomic science. 


The Georgia Power Company is subscribing 
$960,000 over a six-year period as its share of 
the cost. The estimated total cost of the plant, 
including research and development, is over 

75 million. The 100,000-kilowatt plant is sched- 
uled for operation on August 31, 1960. 


Participation in the project is enabling the 
company to train engineers whose skills will be 
available when an atomic power plant is under- 
taken in Georgia. 


Nuclear Reactor Training Course 


Last year the company inaugurated a nuclear 
reactor training course for its engineers. It was 
the first such course ever offered to employes 
by an electric company. Through the coopera- 
tion of Emory University and Georgia Tech, 
the services of nuclear scientists at those two 
institutions have been made available. 


It may be many years before nuclear fuel can 
compete economically with our abundance of 
conventional fuels in the production of electric 
power. But progress is being made at national 
and local levels.

Helen’s battle with polio is 
not yet completely won.

Helen’s mother, Mrs. Robert 
L. Rose of Fairburn, declares 
that the girl’s own attitude since 
she was stricken with polio has 
been her biggest help. 

“Helen has always looked on 
the brighter side,’’ Mrs. Rose 
said.
